start with an adverse prejudice. If 
there must be a Jacket—and there

any puffery whatsoever. 
It may

Some Interesting Facts 


As the tii^e for the conventions to nominate 


presidential candidates draws near it is timely 
to remind the American voter that the choos- 
ing of delegates has been somewhat amended. 
The method that obtained for so many years, 
in which delegates were, chosen by parly pri- 
maries not regulated by law, has been partially 
changed. 
Nineteen States now have direct 


presidential primaries. These will elect half, 
if not a majority, of the delegates to the Rc- 
puGlicau convention. 
California is one 
of 


them. The first State io hold its primary will 
.be New Hampshire, March 11, 11)24. 
Other 


States come along, California holding its elec- 
tion May (j, aud North Carolina, the last one 
to fill, holding hers on June 7. Texas 
and 


Florida 
hold 
presidential 
primaries, 
but 


characteristically they shut out Republicans, 
the law being applicable only (o parties cast- 
ing at: least 155 per cent of the vote. Except- 
ing North Carolina and Maryland the States 
that have adopted the presidential primary are 
distinctly Northern.

primary laws. 
The Voting Machine 
.Though thinking persons generally admit 


that the voting machine is the. simplest. and 
safest way in which the electorate can record 
its predilections, aud that if has been perfected 
80 that it withstands every effort yet devised 
to "beat"' it, obstacles continue to crop up to 
prevent'its use. It wa.s proposed to use ma- 
chines in fifty-two of this city's precincts at 
the forthcoming city election, but a suit has 
been brought to prevent it. Charles F. Ashe 
alleges that voting machines are not arranged 
so that they will indicate the second and third 
choice of voters. It is further alleged that the 
charter requires that thes.e choices he indicated 
if the voter so desires, and that hence any 
machine or proposition that denies the privi- 
lege is illegal.

and color, he has gone into the in- 
dustrial life abovt him for his sub- 
jects. 


Ugly, you say? 
Not in the hands of an artist. 
Unfortunately, some of the most 
Interesting of these really creative 
things are- noc in the 
exhibition. 


Why, I do not know. 
Here is an artist, despite the fact 
\that he employs 
a 
mechanical 
means to express himself. 


His Dome of the Emporium (he 
doesn't call it that) is a lovely 
composition of form. It. and "The 
Steam Shovel" 
will 
delight the 
most captious anti-mechanicallst. 
I mention these as It was my 


privilege to view a collection of 
these prints In the Carmel studio 
of the artist. Perhaps they can be 
eeen together some day. 


Now for the show. 
The electrical balloting machine, 


invented by Director W. H. Clapp 
of the Oakland Art Gallery, is said 
to have worked like a charm. No 
debating 
nor 
lobbying. 
There's 
much to be said for the secret bal- 
lot, as the Fathers of Our Coun- 
try must have discovered 
mapy 
years ago. 
From the Museum comes a story 
that states the case. 
The progress 
that .has taken 


place during the last two or three 
decades in the art of photography 
la one of the many remarkable phe- 
nomena of the century, and the 
photographers of 
the 
world are 


now being shown In the San Fran- 
cisco Museum of 
Art, Palace of 


Fine Arts, in the Second Annual 
International" Exhibition of Picto- 
rial Phc*bgraphy, being given under 
tha auspices of the Pictorial Pho- 
tographic Society of San Francisco, 
the Photographic Section 
of 
the 


Oakland Art Association, and the 
President and Board of Trustees of 
the San Francisco Museum of Art. 


The progress that photography 


has undergone is largely, due to the 
Improvement which has been ef- 
fected in every detail of the mate- 
rial and appliances connected with 
It, but still more notable has been 
the 
improvement, technical and 


artistic, In 
the manipulation 
of 


them. 
The camera has ceased .to 


he the master and has become an 
Instrument more and 
more con- 


trolled by the mind of the one who 
manipulates it. 
The artistic pho- 


tography of today . is used as a 
medium for personal expression. 


Photographers have 
turned to 


painters for instruction in artistic 
matters, and they 
have adapted 


to their own medium the general 
principles applicable to all forms of 
pictorial 
presentation — composi- 


tion, chiaroscuro, atmospheric nnd 
text.ural. illusion, color, tone 
and 


values. 
In adjusting their pursuit 


of these qualities to the character- 
istic possibilities of the camera, the

As in art, so In photography, It 


has not been given to many work- 
ers to attain conspicuous success 
In. more than one field. The land- 
scape school is almost as marked 
amongst photographers as painters; 
the same applies to that of archi- 
tecture, portraiture, genre, marine, 
figure studies, nature work, flower 
atudies, and the several other, divi- 
sions and sub-divisions into which 


the art'of photography as well as 
that'of painting may be divided. 


The present day Pictorial'move- 


ment in photography may be said 
to have taken definite shape some- 
where about 1891 when the Vienna 
Camera Club organized Its first ex- 
hibitions of that time, inasmuch as 
the competitive element was quite 
absent, and the principal exponents 
of the artistic side of photography 
in various countries were invited, to 
exhibit. 


In the 
faithful 
delineation 
of 


physical facts • photography as 
a 


method is paramount, but it is ob- 
vious that the purpose of the more 
aspiring photographer is not thus 
to record Nature. . He has learned 
the principle that Nature and Art 
are distinct, and that while the 
mere subject of 
a picture is of 


some interest, it is secondary in 
importance to what that picture IS 
arid'the personal impression which 
it expresses.. The painter .or drafts- 
man seizes upon certain 
salient 


features and does not set down 
more than Is 'essential for commu- 
nicating the idea1 that has moved 
him, but the photographer needs to 
suppress the too exhaustive com- 
pleteness of the lens-image.

these, in proportion to the adop- 
tion by hatlves of the customs and 
diet of foreigners.' 


MODERN CIVILIZATION. 


"The 
increase in cancer 
mor- 


tality seems to depend largely up- 
on tho allied conditions of life at- 
tending modern civilization, par- 
ticularly along the lines of self- 
indulgence in eating nnd drinking, 
together with physical Indolence. 


"Statistics from many countries 


show that a per capita increase in 
the consumption of meat, coffte. 
and alcoholic beverages appears to 
coincide with a 
proportionately 


greater augumentation In the mor- 
tality from cancer. 


Clinic observation has time and 


again shown the specific effect of 
nerve strain and shock in the de- 
velopment of cancer. There seems 
to be little question but the enor- 
mous nerve strain of modern life 
has much to do with its increased 
prevalence and mortality. 


Dr. Bulkley's observations have 


been arrived at through his cases 
at the New York skin and cancer 
hospital,

are very gratifying. 
There are predictions that, as 
the result of the announcements 
and display of new models, the au- 
tomotive business will show spec- 
tacular prosperity when final re- 
turns for August are made known 
during September. 
It is even be- 


lieved that all August record marks 
•will be broken. 
This is based cTn 
early returns of the morith.

gust usually shows a distinct slump 
which is seasonal.

daring navigators, and when he ia 
swallowed up by one of those abys- 
mal sink holes ha has tho weird 
sensation of being detached from, 
the world. For the time he has 
lost all sense ot direction thero 
is no north nor south, »o up nor 
down.

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None Better Qualified to Speak, or Write, on the Subject Than Those With First-Hand 


Knowledge, Thinks Gerry; Some .Words Anent Various Kinds of Repentance 


TT hae always seemed to me that 


llie people Lest qualified to dis- 


cuss Sin were Sinners. Not that I 
underrate the vuluc of sermons on 
this subject by the regular experts. 
But for the one who is straggling in 
the depths it must he a comfort to 
know that the chap who's exhorting 
him has skidded a hit now and then. 
So, as a skidder rather than a sky 
pilot, I'm going to write this talk 
for the rest of my clan. 


It will not be a sermon. Nor will 


it point the way to salvation, nor 
«nliirge on the merits of repentance. 
I know little of salvation, having 
never been sure for more than a few 
moments thut I was saved. Nor do 
I think that overdue repentance ia 
the way1 lo get saved. It will simply 
Le a plain talk on Sinning for Sin- 
ners by a Sinner. If you're not a 
Sinner don't read it. 


To begin with, I'll make a. confes- 


sion. Most people approach the sub- 
ject of sin with bnitcd breath' and 
licld noses, as though it were a nox- 
ious animal of menacing and horrid 
attributes. 
I don't—and let it be 


Mated frankly that I've approached 
Sin the usual number of times. Yet 
never have I bailed my breath nor 
held my nose. For, indeed, I have 
never been «ble to distinguish a 
very great difference between the 
roots of Good hnd the roots of Evil. 


The fruits of Evil age, I'll grant 


you, tragically different from the 
fruils of Good. But if you are of a 
tolerant mind, you'll always think of 
the Causes of things rather than their 
Effects. 
And the Causes of much 


wrong doings are identical with the 
causes of much righteousness. 


Before wo go further it is well 


to emphasize the fn'ct that much sin 
isn't sin at all. "We're only begin- 
jiing to understand this. Slowly we 
nre discovering that the tendency to 
steal, lie, kill, or abandon oneself to 
Leustial pursuits, is often as much a 
purl of one's physical heritage as the 
chape of one's nose. 


Wo have long understood that some 


folks were decidedly insane. 
Now 
ve are learning that many, many 
more are partly insane, and that their 
insanity takes that form which we 
cull sin. Witlr such poor victims this 
article does not deal. We are merely 
concerned, with those who knowingly 
do wrong. 


Why does anyone do wrong? For 


almost the same reason anyone does 
right, strange as that may seem. 
Young Jim of-Rivcrside Drive wants 
n gun. He wonEs that gnn to satisfy 
the lusty old hunting instinct which 
moves within him. 
It's a perfectly 


healthy instinct, and young Jim will 
be the better for having that gun. 
So he takes some money he didn't 
earn, and gets the gun. The money1 
happens to he his father's, and the 
father is "quite willing that he should 
Lave it. So Jim has done no wrong. 


Young Bill on the waterfront, in- 


spired by the same perfectly healthy 
urge, also wants a gun. 
His urge 


tlocs not differ a particle from the 
urge of young Jim. As a matter of 
fact, he wants and needs that gun 
more than does young Jim, for he 
has 
far 
fewer pleasures. 
So—he 


takes some money which he didn't 
earn, snd buys the gun. 
But the 


money happens to belong t osoineone 
clue's father and is taken without his 
consent. So Bill has done wrong. 


Yes, the fact is perfectly plain 


Ihnt Bill is a thief mid Jim isn't. 
But tho difference is one of Effect 
rather than Cause. The motive that 
prompted the gun gelling was identi- 
cal. Up to that point in their careers 
the boys were as alike as two peas 
in a pod. 
Circumstances conspired 


to bring out the weakness in Bill. 
But who is to sny thut Jim would 
not have shown the, same weakness 
under the panic circumstances? And 
who is to say that yon and I would 
not also steal if pressed too hard 
from within and cramped too much 
from without? 


The lircd shop girl, longing to 


enjoy -her dauco after the gruelling 
rush of a bargain day, snuffs "dope" 


• to increase her "pep." 
She snuffs 


too often and becomes a dope fiend.

birth ot her babe in a charity ward. 
Yet the impulse which 
gave that 


bube life is the same impulse that 
gives life to the'" babe in the man- 
sion on the hill. 


They strap the murderer's hands to 


the arms of the electric chair and he 
pays his debt, to society with a hide- 
ous death. 
Yet the fLire of temper 


which prompted him to kill was no 


• hotter than the temper which has 


swept you and me many a time. 


So that is the first thing to be 


learned about Sinning. 
The Sinner 


and Saint are blood kin. 
Those 


shining qualities which mount the 
heights 
of' righteousness—Courage, 


Love, the Hunger for Adventure, the 
Delight in Beauty, Daring, Curiosity 
•—all these things which add. most to 
the strength and charm of' human 
nature, are also to be found wander- 
ing adrift through the sloughs of 
Sin. 


The average bad man is no dif- 


ferent from the average good man. 
Often, indeed, he's quite a little more 
daring and ingenious. For many peo- 
ple are esteemed "good" simply be- 
cause they've never had the desire or 
courage to depart froin the beaten 
track of convention. 


Such is the nature of sinning. The 


statements seem shnple; too obvious, 
almost, to be worth l,He writing. Yet 
if those simple statements were once 
accepted by society, and acted upon, 
sinning would disappear in a gener- 
ation and the world would be healed. 
The sinners would 'slop being so dis- 
couraged. The saints woujd stop be- 
ing so inflated. 
They'd get together 


on a common platform and help each 
other. 
The "Brotherhood of Man" 


would come at last. But until these 
facts are accepted, that term must 
continue to.be hut a fanciful slogan 
for the idealists. 


Since that 
Utopia hasn't come, 


since Sin does \agc and most of us 
rage with it, wV >t's the best way to 
get out of the & it class ajjd gel in 
with the sheep? 


Most folks do want to graduate 


from the goals. 
They want to be 


good. But the old ain hangs around 
their necks, .How shall we he rid of 
it? 
By. repentance? 
Repentance is 


so highly thought of amongst the 
elect that to donbt its efficacy is to 
risk one's social standing. • Well, I 
have very little lo risk, so here goes. 


I think very poorly of repentance, 


as usually* practiced. • All 
sinners 


should repent, of course. 
Repent 


thoroughly. 
But the process should 


be as brief as possible. You should 
take all the time yon wish in de- 


bating the pros and cons of the situa- 
tion with yourself. Don't repent im- 
pulsively. 
Be sure you want to re- 


pent. Convince yourself thoroughly, 
until your viewpoint is premealed 
witli the conviction, that your present 
viewpoint is bafd and doesn't pay. 


Then, when you've reached that 


point, repent. Be sorry, say you're 
sorry, and then forget about the 
whole gad business as quickly ,•• 
possible. 


I am aware that this is not the or- 


thodox plan for repentance. .You're 
supposed to call yourself a worm 
and keep oa calling yourself a worm. 
Every time you look at yourself you 
-must make a face. Thin seems to me 
a most futile and disgusting pro- 


- cednre. 
It results in nothing but 


more worminess. In fact, some peo- 
ple get so proud of their worminess 
that they make a nuisance of them- 
selves by repenting all over the place 
at the most inopportune times. You 
r.an become just as much of • pest 
by dwelling on your vices as on 
your virtues. 


No, the only effective way to get 


over a sin ia to get over it. 
If 


you've decided to worship clean, fine, 
beautiful 
standards, 
worship 'em. 


Don't waste time in remembering 
Ihe shadows^ Don't keep saying "I 
am Bad." Begin to say— 


"I am Good! I am filled with 


a hunger for goodness. I am capable 
of 
doing noble, brave, wonderful 


things, if only I'll give myself a 
chance. The evil that I did is a 
had dream that has passed. 
If I'd 


used my head, if I had. checked my 
impulses 
until 
they 
could 
have 


cooled a bit, I would never have 
done evil. For I truly didn't want 
to do it. Always I have wanted to 
bo good. And now I am going to 
be good, and I'm not going to waste 
any time in thinking about the mis- 
takes I've made along the trail." 


There 
are 
the main secrets of 


Good and Evil as I have discovered 
them. 
They have, I admit, little 


mystical beauty about them. 
But 


there's on awful wallop to them if 
you'll apply them honestly.

Every field archer should- maks 


his own tackle; If he "pan not make 
and repair it, he vvilJ never shoot 
very long; Because it is' in- con- 
stant need' of repair; 


Target bows and arrows may be 


bought irr sporting stores, or in 
England; but hunting equipment 
must bo' made; 


Since tliere are so many differ- 


ent kinds: of bo-ws, and all so in- 
ferior to1 the-English long-Low; we 
shall describe this alone. 


Yew wood is the greatest bow 


timber in the world; 
That was 
proved thousands of years ago by 
experience. It is indeed a magic 
word! 
- 


But yew wood is hard to get 


and hard to" make into a bow once 
having got it. Nevertheless, I am 
golilg' to tell you- where you can 
get It and hoyr to work it; and how 
to make Hunting" bows just as w« 
use them" today, and presumably- 
just as our forefathers used' them 
before us. tater on I shall tell you 
•what substitutes" may be used Cor 
yew. 
- 
The best'yew wood' In America 


grows In the Cascade Blountains of 
Oregon", in the Sierra Nevada'and 
Joast Ranges' of northern' Cali-

Tew is an evergreen tree with ft. 


leaf looking a gi-eat deal; like that 
of redwood, hemlock, or fir at a- 
distance. It is found growingr- ia 
the mountains, down narrow can- 
yons. and: along- streams. It Hkas 
shade, water, and 
altitude: 
Its 


bark- is- reddish beneath- and scaly 
or fuzzy- on the surface. Its limbs 
>tHnd: straight out from the- trunk 
at an a<:ute; angle; not drooping- as- 
those of the redwood and-fir. 
The- sexes- are separate in yew. 


The female tree has a bright red 
gelatinous berry in autumn, and 
tlje" male s~ minute- cone; Itr is. in- 
teresting" that In' bear countries 
iha female trees crften have long 
•wounds 
in 
the 
bark, 
or deep 


scratches made by the claws of, 
these animals aa they climb to get 
the yew berries. It is also stated 
fcy some authorities- that the fe- 
male yew has light yellow wood, Is 
.coarser 
grained, 
and 
does- not 


make so good a bow-. I have tried 
to verify this, but so far I have 
found some of my Bear-marked 
female yewr to Me the-better staves. 


The best wood ia; of course, dark 


and: close grained. This1 generally 
exists, in trees that have one side 
decayed. 
It' seems that the rot 
stains the rest of the- wood and- 
nature mattes the gain more- com- 
pact to compensate for the loss of 
structural strength. It isi also ap- 
parent that: yew grown at high- al- 
titudes, over three thousand feet, 
is superior to lowland yews. 


In selecting a tree for a hunt- 


Ing- bow3 the stave- must be at least 
six- feet long, free 
from 
limbs, 
knots, twists, pitch pockets, rot; 
small sprouting twigs and corrug- 
ations. One will lo"ok over a hund- 
red trees to find one good bow 
stave; then ha may find a' half 
dozen excellent staves in one tree. 


There isxno such-thing-as a per- 


fect piece of yew, nor is there a 
perfect bow; at least, I have-never 
seen It. But there Is'a-bow In every 
yew tree If we but know how to 
get it out. That' is the mystery at.' 
bowmaking. It takes an artist, not 
an artisan. 


Before one- ever fells a tree, h« 


should weigh the moral right to- do 
so. But yew trees are- a gift front 
the gods, and grow only for bows. 
If you are sure you ssep one gooff 
bow in a tree, cut it Having felled 
it and marked with your eye th» 
best stave, cut it again so that yous^ 
stave- is"seven feet long. "Then- split 
the trunk into- halves ov quarters 
with steel or wooden wedges so 
that your stave Is from three to-six 
inches wide. 
Cut out the Heart - 


wood. so tliat the'billet is about •• 


three- inches thick. Bo careful not 
to bruise tho bark- In any of tiros* 
operations. 


Now put your stave In the shudo; 
If youi are compelled to ship" it bj; 
express^, wrap it in burlap or can- 
vas,- a-nd; preferably saw tho: onda 
atiuare- and- paint them to prevent 
checking: When you' gfot it hom» 
put it in the cellar. 


If you must make a bow right 
away, place thu stave in running 
water a. month1,, then, dry in a shady 
place for a month, and it Is ready- 
foe use-. Ic will not bo so: good a* 
Jf seasoned three to seven yonre, 
but It will shoot;, in fact,, it will 
shoot the-same day you cutrif frovrv 
the tree, only, it will follow th» 
string, and not stand straight as It 
should. Of course, it will, not hav» 
the cast of air-seasoned wood. 


Kiln: dried; wood Is never good, 
as at bow. It-is1 too brash; but af- 
ter' the1 first month of shade, the 
staves may bo put in- a hot attia 
to their advantage. 


In selecting tho portion of the 
. tree- best suited for a bow; choose 


that parr that when cut will causa 
the Btave to bend backward to-- 
ward: the bark. Since your bovr' 
ultimately will bend in tho oppo- 
site direction, this natural curv» 
tends to form a: straigtiter bow, or 
as an archer would suy, "set back 
a bit in the handle:" 


If It is impossible to get a stava 
six feet in length, then a wido 
stave three and a half feet long, 
may be uaed. It is necessary in this 
case to split it and' Join the two> 
pieces with a fishtail splice In the< 
handle.

Before engaging in any art. It i»

A bow that 
when

bonds back past the straight lino 
la termed reflexed.

The proper length- of a yew bo-sr 


should bo- the- height of the man 
that shoots it, or a trifle loss. Our 
hunting- bows arc from fivo feet 
six" Inches to- five feet eight Inches 
In length.

Com- 
paratively few people were here. 
Then came the greatest of all 
hails, "Gold! Gold!"

swered from every part of the 
world. 
No one knew where they 
were going, other than to Calif- 
ornia. The mail following Ihfs first 
rush wag tremendous. The return 
mail was likewise. 
In the mean- 
time every mail carrier of the old , 
systems that dared, and most of 
them dared, deserted and went to 
the mines.-

Thus,,- just when mail facilities 


were needed most they were in Mm 
most demoralized condition. The 
only place not seriously affected- 
•was :Los Angeles. 
Wilson 
and 
Packard were then running the 


. postoffice there -In their store on 


Main street. 
On the end of the 


counter was an old wash tub. Into 
this was dumped-all the mall ar- 
riving for the citizens of the City 
of Los Angeles. When said citizens 
expected letters they came to the 
store and going to the wash tub, 
fingered over such mail as hap- 
pened to be there. If any was found 
for themselves, they- stuck it in 
their pockets without having to 
mention it to the postmaster. ThU3 
free delivery was" established. 


But in the mining district trans- 


portation was very essential. Pri- 
vate 
parties

routes, handling mail as well as 
freight, express-arid passengers. It 
often took the income from all four 
sources to make a line pay. In 
some Instances these lines were 
better th,an gold mines. 
Nevada country was among the 
first to-be supplied. Bowers Bros, 
ran one from Nevada City to Sac- 
ramento and San/Francisco. Those 
who desired the company to bring 
letters from San Francisco signed 
their names to an orer for same 
on the Postmaster in that city, who 
turned over, any mail thus listed, 
keeping-the blanket "order as .hJs 
authority. When the express/stage 
arrived in.. Nevada City a great 
crowd was always awaiting: it, eager 
to receive £ -letter or paper frpnr 


home, for the former they willingly 
paid two dollars and a half and for 
a paper one dollar. 


In 1850, Hamlet Davis had an 


express line, and on 7ils order to 
the postmaster in Sacramento and 
Ban Francisco, he had over 1500 
signatures. Other lines from other 
places likewise hud immense lists. 
Despite these, there were thou- 
sands of letters laying, awaiting 
delivery to anxious men, but un- 
deiiverable because the postmaster 
was Tiot able to locate the man to 
whom addressed. 
Miles away in 


the mountains were tho

miners. 
None knew where

who they were. Few cared.

ing under many a grassy mound, 
or burled beneath a mound of

minors rushed Into the Trinity 


river region. 
In this then remote 


*ncl comparatively Inaccessible lo- 
cality, they found themselves in 
miserable 
circumstances, 
for 


everything In the way of clothing 
and provisions had to be borne- 
over rough mountain trails from 
the Sacramento Valley. 


Among- the most bitterly dissat- 


isfied 
were the fortK-niners 
at 


Rich Bar on the upper Trinity. 
They, conceived the 
idea that 
1C 


communication could be opened 
•with some point'oh the west const, 
vessels might be sent thither from 
San Francisco, and the trouble and 
expense of securing supplies mat- 
erially lessened. 
So, at a, public 


meeting: held at Rich' Bar in Oc- 
tober, 1849, a. party of twenty-four 
•was organized., to explore the re- 
gion 
westward . to -the 
Pacific, 


which, according to local Indians, 
•who professed to have seen that 
ocean, could be attained in about 
eight day's march. 


But on. November 6. 1840, the 


day set for departure,, sixteen ot 
the twenty-four declined to con- 
tinue, and the two Indian guides 
also backed out. Thto leCt but 
eight—Dr. Josiah Gregf, 
Thomas 


Sebring, David 
A., Buck, J. B. 


Truest!ell, L. 1C, Wood, Isaac Wil- 
son, Charles Southard and a man 
named Van Duzen.. 
The master, 


spirit was Dr. Gregg, a man of 
culture, resourcefulness and firm- 
ness, well qualified to lead such an 
expedition. 


On horseback, and with paek- 


mulps carrying' provisions, 
they 
set out in a heavy rain, which 
changed to snow as they ascended 
into the higher, mountains. 
As 


they readied tho summit of the 
first range, they gazed westward 
only to see another snow-capped 
range-—an experience to be many 
times repeated as they toiituUy at- 
tained successive summits to the 
westward. 


'On the evening--of the sixth day 
they ca'me to a Inrge stream now 
known as the South Fork of the 
Trinity, and following it—to its 
Junction With the Trinity, they 
crossed 
the 
South 
Fork -and 


climbed a steep bank on the •west- 
erly; side. There they .discovered 
*n .Indian r.in-jherla, the inhabi- 
tants of wtfioh 
apparently had 
never seen white men', before, for 
tliey 'all fled (h a panic, disregard- 
tiig- tH*; pacifta pantbniine of the 
whites, designed to induce them 
tcr return. 
"•

But that evening- about sundown 
Jwst ** tit* white* had' campe<f for 
the' Afthfc, ftbftiif *Jsfttjr tgivnges, 
armed an* ta Warpa/nt appeared, 
•aarchSngr on ltfem. 
The 


was 
perAous. 
Their 
firearms 


were temporarily useless, bavins 
been wetted in crossing the river, 
but the whites put on a bp!d front. 
and two of them, making sigiur to 
the Indians to hKl$, went out to 
meet with with gifts of beads' and 
other trinkets. This proved a .fav- 
orable approach, and 
a 
panto- 


mimic conference followed. 
The 


Indians 
indicated 
t'aeir 
over- 


whelming superiority iii numbers; 
the whites pointed out that one 
rifle-shot could kill many Indiana, 
The redmen demanded a demon- 
stration, for whlch-.the whites per- 
suaded them to- wait till morning. 


In the morning the whites tried 


(o evade- the Indians by an early- 
start, but to- no> avail. 
The In- 


dians, whether suspicious or curi- 
ous, were soon on the scene, aiidi 
the test had to be made. 
There- 


fore; tfne- of the- whites fired at a 
piece of paper, affixed to- * trea 
about' sixty yards off; piercing- th« 
center of Vie mark; but it wa» ther 
report of the- rifle and the accom- 
panying; fire and1 smoke, that terri- 
fied the savages, 
and 
impelled 


them to< put aside hostile thoughts; 
and tender .adjrice aa to the d'iree^ 
lion of the jcHirney" and1 how to* 
avoid the- fierc* tribes' along the 
course of the river. 


Pushing westward,' in two or 


three days the explorers found 
their provisions gone. 
Supperles* 


'on the- evening of November 13. 
they "traveled- all the • next 
day 


through a dense- forest, and that 
night could hardly sleep for the 
pangs of hunger. 
Early 
next 


morning they set out to hunt and 
killed' several deer. 
After satisfy- 


ing their hunger, they cured what 
was left of the1 meat and set forth 
again. 
In a few days all their 


venisfon was gone and hunger as- 
sailed them more fiercely than 
before. Denser grew the woods, so 
dense that there was no grass,, and 
therefore no game, and two of the 
horses starved -to death. But sud- 
denly the party emerged into a 
mountain, prarie, sheltered 
from 
the wind and cold, and with an 
abundance of grass 
and 
game. 


Here1 they rested' three, days, dur- 
ing more meat. 


On the trail once more, fti an- 
other week this meat ga-ve out and 
hunger 
again 
prevailed, when, 
pushing through another opening 
in the forest they beheld not only 
deer, but a band of eifc. 
They 
separated to surround the elk. and, 
in less than_.half an hour, Wood, 
havingv heard three rifle-shots in 
quick succession and run - In the 
direction of the firing, found Tan 
Duzen rapidly reloading his rifle, 
while- before him were five- griz- 
slies, two dead, a third, its bacW 
broken, pswrn* ther ground in. its 
derah struggle, and two others 
nrnklnft for Van D'tfzen. 
Wood 


' killed one Ot them and". Wilson, 
coming up from Trn opposite di- 
rection, shot the Other through 


fhe 
heart. 
Ther* 
was 
hearty 


feasting 'that night on bear meat 
and 
yeniso'n, for others of . the 


pwrty had bagged a number" of 
cfewr. 
- - 


Having", remained here for- five 
days andT cured all the-'meat they 
coolda carry, the party sellout 
again. 
Up to now, traveHnir over 
a succession- of mountain, ridgea 
and through' thick 
fbrwrta, th« 


party had averaged not more than 
•even miles a day. But now- th*- 
way had grown so impassable, that 


- with tha thickness of the giant 


trees, .the-barriers-Off fallen timber, 
and the tangred' undergrowth, that 
they could not-do be'tter^thaa tw» 
miles a day. The fallen timber 
was- the Worst, the- logs often ly- 
lifg 
crosswise, many tdeep. 
Two 


men would be" -s«nt ahead with 
a-xea to qhop out a sort of steps and 
a platform, by means of which the 
animals were forced up one aid* 
arid down the pther. 


Three days after leaving- th« 


.bear-camp1 they heard • the 
surf. 


Van Duzen and Wilson went ahead 
to mark out the best route for th* 
animals. 
They were gone all day, 


but returned to report that the 
ocean' was- but six miles off. 
The 


difficulty of getting the-wornout 
horses through was. great. It took 
three days to make six miles and 
three horses-.dled on ther way. But 
finally, hear the mouth of a small 
stream,. HOW called tittle River, 
the party earner in sight of .the 
ocean.- * " 


t?p> to now the fellow, feeling, in- 


spired by their" privations had pre- 
served a semblance' of harmony, 
but arrived at their goal, 'disse'n- 
sion showed1 its head. They were 
about ta cross; s, large stream' a 
few miles- from 'L,ittle River, and 
Grerffev wishing: tw:-l*arn th«- lati- 
tude-,, requested th#. rest t<r wait 
while he: di* *o> bat they refused. 
He nevertheless" unpacked his in- 
struments; but. the others placing- 
- themselves and- the 
baggage 
in 


canoes, pushed off. Thus finally 
convinced 
that 
they .meant 
to 


leave- him behind, Gregg caught up 
his instrument? and only overtook 
his companions by. rushing into 
the water. 
A violent quarrel en- 


sued, 
during which 
threats of 


throwing Gregg into the water 
were made, but finally a superfi- 
cial sort of-harmony was-restored, 
and then in commemoration of the 
quarrel 
which 
had there ' taken 
place; the- stream they had just 
crossed was christened Mad- river, 
a name which it bears to this d*fy. 


Camp1 was next pitched about a 


mile- bock from the- ocean 
and 


about three miles .south of Mad 
River. From this, point Buck and 
Wood went forth.to look for water, 
and It was while engaged in this 
search that, on the evening of 
December 20. 1849, SUCK, discov- 
ered Humboldt Bay. The -party 
camped next morning on its shore 
and there- remained for several 
days. 
December 
25 was passed 


near what Is now the site of Ar- 
cata and an elks head baked in the 
ashes,, furnished the- Christmas 
feast. 


Here- they determined-to. try to 


gret to San Fwmeieco" by following 
the. shore'-line, and Ho struck off 
southward. Soon they met » pair 
of old Indians who, at the sight of 
the white men, fell Upon their 
faces. They *£ere loaded with eels, 
a species of'famprey to which 4he 
explorer-*, 
ravenously 
hungry, 


helped 'themselves, paying "th« In- 
diana with beadfe and small piece* 


,.of.iiron. 
They named the- stream 


from which the lampreys had' been 
taken Eel River and one of its tri- 
butaries Vaa Duzen's Fork—name* 
which they stlH bear. 


A quarrel about' the route they 
•hould take1, now broke- the party 
iw twain,. «nd Gregg, ' Southard, 
Truesdell and Van Duzen took th« 
coast route southward*,, while Hue It. 
Sabring, Woodj arid Wilson struck 
off along the "course of the E«l 
River, traveling away from 
th» 
coast The next day a snowstorm 
held the latter 
par-ty 
in 
camp 


where they were obliged to- remain 
for five days, during- which they 
almost died from the effects ,of ex- 
posure and hunger. 
The flesh of 


a small deer,-which they were for- 
tunate enough to kill, saved them 
from starvation. 


On the second day after leaving 


ttii* place,- Wood and Wilson, ob- 
eervlng eight grizzlies In a little 
open space near the foot of a ra- 
vine,, attacked, them. 
It had been 


arranged-that each man, after fir- 
ing, should take to a tree. Wood's 
'first shot seemed1 fatal , The bestr, 
after biting- and tearing tire, .earth, 
aa though in mortal agony, finally 
•lay as. if dead". 
Wilson killed an- 
other. 
Five grizzlies, retreated up 


the ravine, but the sixth remained, 
sitting back on its" haunches, and 
turning Its fierce; 
*'evy> glaring: 


•eyes from Its dead kindred to their 
slayers. 
Scenting danger, Wilson, 


took to a tree. Wood wad striving 
to fotce a ball down the barrel of 
his gun when the- bear made for 
:him. Mounting into a small buck- 
eye, 
he again strove to load his. 


gun', but, the bear attacking, 'h» 
was forced to desist, and use the 
weapon as a club. 
While he was 


thus endeavoring to beat one bear 
.off, the grizzly he supposed he had 
killed1 •'arose and rushed at him. 
The tree yielded to thetury of .its 
first spring, and, as Wood tumbled 
out, both bears made for him. He 
was too quick for them, and, gain- 
ing his feet, ran for another tree 
about thirty yards away. .He could 
feet the hot breath of the Wounded 
bear .in pursuit,- the grizzly grab- 
bing?: at him with .jvery jump it 
made, fie reached for the tree and 
swung avound it while the momen- 
tum'-of the' wounded" bear carried 
It twenty yards by. 


Wood was desperately clamber- 


ing up the tree 
when 
the 
un- 


wounded bear seized him by 
ankle and puUed him down 
Tha 


wounded 
bear, 
having now 
re- 


turned, .thrust at his face. 
Tha 


man dodgedt, and the bear seized 
him by the shoulder. 
One holding 


him by the ankle, the other by the 
shoulder, the two bears pulled in 
opposite directions, dislocating his 
hip>; incidentally they 
inflicted 


many wounds-with tUeir clawa-and 
stripped him; wJliohy perhaps, was 
fortune-ite, as they refused to claw 
hia nake'd flesh. 
TJlie tmwpunded 


bear then left/but the' o.ther took 
op 'a position about one hundred 
yards off, and at Wood's 
first^ 


move, charged with a roar, thrust 
its muzzle violently into his side, 
and, 
raising:_iis- head, ^ave vent to 


blood-curdling howls 
By a great 


effort, Wood kept quietr and the 
bear finally trotted away. 
. 
Fearing * possible return, Wood, 


suffering 
excruciating 
torments, 


dragged himself back to the iitti* 
tree 
frdm 
which he had 
been 


thrown, and up onto a limb eight 
or ten feet from the ground. 
At 


this juncture, Wilson, who'had left 
his tree; approached, 
when1 _th« 


boar, Which apparently had been 
watching from, a distance.- rushed, 
forward. 
Wood shouted a warn- 


ing and Wilson nrnfldged to get 
into a tree before the bear could 
reach him _Br'uln, seated himseir 
about midwajr betweeji th» two

"From then until he was 18 he 
worked on farms in the summer 
and fall and chopped wood in the 
winter. 
A growing realization of the value 


of education having come over him, 
he left home, with $80 he had saved, 
to attend the academy at Carthage 
College.

erence to the positions of the more 
prominent constellations.

The remarkable display during 
the eclipse is necessarily matched 
by a corresponding1 dearth of plan- 
ets In the nocturnal skies. Mercury 
is an evening star for most of the 
•month, and may be fairly well seen 
about the time of his elongation, on 
the 2nd, when he is 27 degrees 
from the sun, "and'sets at 7:30 p. hi.

• C^-llf orest, the summer school in 
th« heart of the Sierra timber belt 
where the university trains .future 
.forester* practically, la, outside the 
forestry 
profession, almoct 
un- 
known, even in the university it- 


• self. 
••For six years now a class of 
forestry students has, each sum- 
mer, trained there in a twelve 
weeks' field course, and those who 
have enjoyed-the work and camp 
life will root as lustily for Camp 
Califorest as for the football team. 
'it* practical training is even more 
valued, perhaps, ^than any class 
' room, or indoor .laboratory work. 
Its hardy life is upbuilding of body, 
and- its close associations a valu- 
' able social experience in which the 
desirable knack of getting along 
w.ith the other fellow is acquired. 
' Camp- Galif orest is -in the Plumas - 
National Forest,. within a mile of 
Meadow Valley, nine miles from 
Quincy, the" county seat. 
It is. in 
the beautiful Feather River coun-" 
try and the center of'the romantic 
California of the days of old. Gold, 
ill-fact, still sleeps in the gravel of 
Schneider camp, on which the 
camp tents are pitched, and in 
such promising quantities that a 
member of the <class "of '22 must 
have had as much as ten cent's 
worth as a souvenir of hia twelve 
week's industrious panning in off 
hours. : Still the prospector haunts 
this,-vicinity, for .who can tell what 
,may happen? .Deserted mines are 
all around, one .tunnel being but a 
few yards from Camp Calif orest, - 
and tales of lucky strikes are .on 


~ the tongues of -'an the old inhabi- 
tants of Meadow Valley. 
It was not for its"past mining 
romance and lure that Camp Cali- 
forest was 'chosen as a'"practical 
training-school for the U. C. for- ^ 
e'etry students. It is in the midst 
of one of the .finest" virgin pine 
forests of the west, one that of- 
fers' abundant material and maiiy 
problems-for the field training of 
-young foresters. It is-also near a 
large lumbering concern, where 
students can gain first-hand famil- 
iarity with 
practical lumbering 
problems and processes. 
It Is,'in addition, but a mile from 
a' postoffice, telephone, and supply ' 
base. 
It has" a superb' summer 
climate, and the air ; is sweet and 


. pungent with a million7 growing 
pines . and firs. 
Schneider Creek 
furnishes an adequate .supply of 
ice-cold water, 
beautifully 
soft. 
Snow covered peaks -round -about 
feed this stream and temper tb«— 
summer heat, ',Fhe snow, Indeed", 
lingers so long' ia the vicinity ot 
Camp Caiifoi-est -"that wMn the 
class arrives in .May the ground in 
frequently coveTed to the depth ot 
several, feet.
